Allowable Claims 
Claims 29-33 are allowable over the prior art of record. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record is Kasting, Jr. et al (U.S. 6,455,017). Kasting teaches an apparatus for 
washing and sanitizing the variety of surfaces. The apparatus of Kasting comprises 
hand held wands, each having a conduit with an inlet and outlet, a discharge nozzle, 
connected to the outlet, and sources of high pressure water and ozone/water, 
connected to respective wands. The apparatus of Kasting is configured to discharge 
high pressure water followed by discharging ozone/water. The teaching of Kasting fails 
to anticipate or suggest fairly the apparatus, having structural elements, which are 
configured to discharge high pressure water simultaneously with ozone/water. Upon 
further search no other prior art that anticipates or suggests fairly the cleaning system 
with the combination/configuration of structural elements as instantly claimed has been 
located as of the date of this office action. Therefore, claims 29-33 are allowed over the 
prior art of record.
